A very important decision was filed 
yesterday in the United States circuit 
court by Judge Brewer relating to the 
second indemnity l» eltof the Northern 
Pacific Railroad company. The case 
is Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
vs. The United States, Peter Johau- 
son, Andrew Johanson etal.and was 
argued in St. Paul on the last day of 
the June term by Janies MeXaught 
for the company and C. 1>. Kerr for 
defendants. The charter of the North­ 
ern Pacific passed by congress in 18f4 
granted the company twenty alternate 
sections i*er miles on eacli side of the 
road in the territories, ami ten alter­ 
nate sections per mile on each side of 
the road in the states. 
For any lands 
otherwise occupied l>eforethe line was 
definitely located the railroad company 
was allowed to select, in lien thereof, 
“odd-numbered sections not more than 
ten miles lieyond the limit of said al­ 
ternate sections.” This ten miles I»*- 
yond the main grant is known as tie 
indemnity belt. 
In a joint resolution i 
of into congress authorized the coin 
puny to mortgage its lands and provide . j 
as follows: 
In the event of their not being in 
any state or territory in which said 
main line or brunch may lie located, at 
the time of the final location thereof, 
the amount of lands per mile granted 
by congress to said company within 
the limits prescribed by its charter, 
then said company shall be entitled, 
under the directions of the secretary 
of the intenor, to receive so many sec­ 
tions of land belonging to the United 
States, and designated by odd num- 
hers, in such state or territory, within 
ten miles on each side of said road be- 
vond the limits prescript in said 
charter as will make up such deficiency, 
etc. 
It was the question of the 


E X IS T E N C E O F A SECOND IN D EM N ITY 
belt which was at issue in this case. 
In 1877 Secretary Lamar held that the 
joint resolution of 1870 did not create 
a second indemnity l» elt although it 
had been recognized by his predeces­ 
sors for si xteen years. The defendants 
in this case other than the United 
states are settlers on lands selected by 
the Northern Pacific in the second 
indemnity l*dt. 
When these settlers 
began to cut timber a temporary in­ 
junction was obtained l»y the com- 
pany. The defendants demurred to 
the com plaint, and denied the right of 
the railroad company to a second 
indemnity belt, this U-ing the sole 
defense. At the outset of his decision, 
which is favor of the railroad company. 
Judge Brewer says: 
The single question in this ease is 
whether the joint resolution of con­ 
gress of May 31, IH70. gave to the 
plaintiff an additional ten mile in­ 
demnity limit. In an opinion filed 
Aug. 15, 1887, Mr. Secretory Lamar, 
then secretory of the interior, held 
that it did not. The recognized ab- 
ility of the destinguished secretary, 
now one of the justices of the supreme 
court, compels a careful consideration 
of his views aud reasons. 
Judge Brewer then reviews at con­ 
siderable length the charter of the 
company and the joint resolution, 
citing the pertinent parts of them. 
Secretary Lamar's decision is then 
cited and thoroughly discussed, and 
the judge gives at length hit reasons 


FO R D IF F E R IN G W ITH MIL. L A M A R . 
He cities the contemporary construc­ 
tion of the resolution by officers of the 
interior dei*artinent and attorneys of 
the United States in official opinions. 
He cites extracts from speeches made 
on the resolution by congressmen 
showing that they understood a second 
indemnity was granted; and holds 
that there !>eing no express provision 
for the re|» eal of the prior, grant, it 
was not repeated, as the two were not 
consistent. The opinion closes as fol­ 
lows: 
. . .. 
Further, as defining the lands is the 
expression. “Within the limits pre­ 
scribed by its charter,” and as defin­ 
ing the location of the indemnity belt, 
the expression, “Beyond the limits 
prescrilKNl in such charter. 
Now. 
turning to the act of ’64 we find there 
are two limits provided for, place 
limits and indemnity limits. 
The 
word “place” must be interpreted 1 m*- 
fore the word “limits” in order to 
make it express the meaning claimed. 
Of course it is familiar that a word 
nuiv l>c interpreted or surpressed if it 
be necessary to make the language 
harmonize with the obvious intent of 
the law maker. But I know of no 
rule of construction which permits us 
to l» eg the intent, and then interpolate 
or supress a word to carry out such in­ 
tent. Rather is it to 1* presumed that 
the very language was used when ex­ 
presses the intent; and where the 
phrase “Beyond the limits prescrib'd 
in its charter” is, it is presumed to 
mean beyond all the limits so pre­ 
scribed, and if any particular limit 
had iK'Pii contemplated that particular 
limit would have been named. For 
these reasons, I conclude that the reso­ 
lution of 1870 did provide for a second 
indemnity licit. 1 am happy to add 
that Judge Sleeper, judge of the dis­ 
trict court of the fifteenth judicial 
district of the State of Minnesota has 
reached the same conclusion, as shown 
by his opinion in the case of Morrison 
vs. Benson.

It sought to question the 
soundness of Judge Sleeper s order, 
appointing a general term of court in 
Hubbard comity. 
The legislature by act approved 
March 3th, 1887. detached Hubbard 
county for judicial purposes, provided 
for holding a general term of court 
in the county, the time to be de­ 
signated by tho judge of the 11th 
judicial district, in which district 
Hubbard county was at that time. 
Subsequently, and on the 8th 'lay of J 
March, 1887, by act of the legislature, 
the 15th judicial district was created, 
a judge thereof provided for and 
Hubbard couuty was included in that j 
district. The jurisdiction of the judge 
of this district then became para­ 
mount superceding that of judges of 
other districts, except in case of ab­ 
sence or disability and in some mat­ 
ters of practice under the statut« --» 
where their jurisdiction is concurrent. 
No lawyer having any regard for his \ 
reputation would pretend to say that 
a judge of any other district could 
desiguate the tune of holding a court 
in and for Hubbard county. 
'The principal other Jiomt which 
this committee wish to call to the at­ 
tention of voters is the non-partisan 
question. It has always been con­ 
ceded that the judiciary should I** 
free from partisan politics, and the 
practice has grown into g» » neral use 
throughout the United State* th.it a 
judge already on the bench who had, 
during his term of office, given 
satisfaction and been a just official 
should be continued there regardless 
of his politics; that is the true non- 
portisan principle. Following that 
principle, Judge Sleejier stands to-day 
as the tru» * non-partisan candidate m 
this district, although nominated by 
a republican convention and the 
endeavor of a democrat to run for the 
office as a non-partisan is just what 
makes him a jmrtisan candidate 
against the present incumbent Judge 
Sleeper's opponent is in no sens» * a 
non-partisan or people’s candidate. 
There was. in the convention nomi­ 
nating him. an entire lack of unanimity 
of the people. He was nominated by 
a convention made up in part at 
least of aelf-appointed delegates who 
attended without being elected at any 
caucus or county convention, an* I nut 
inspired by* the people. 
This falls 
far short of being a popular uprising. 
This committee dot's not assume to 
dictate to voters in this matter, but 
simply to urge them to support for 
the judicial position in question the 
true non-partisan candidate, the pre­ 
sent occupant of the position who 
has been an able, efficient and honest 
official and credit to the bench.

Important Railroad Derision. 
A very im p o rtant derision Was filed nt St. 
Pnul in the United S tates circuit co urt by 
Judg e Brewer relating to the second undent- 
hity licit of the N orthern Pacific Kailrond 
com pany. 
The case is 
N orthern Pacific 
Railroad Com pany vs. The United S tates, 
P eter Johanson, Andrew Johanson et al. and 
was nrg ued in St. P aul on the last day of the 
June term by Jam es M cNaug ht for the com ­ 
pany and C. D. K err for defendants. 
The 
ch arter of the N orthern Pacific passed by 
cong ress 
in 1864 g ranted the com pany 
tw enty alternate sections per mile on each 
tide of the road in the territories, and ten 
alternate sections js-r mile on each side of 
the road in the states. 
F or any lands 
otherw ise occupied ls*fore the line was def­ 
initely located the railroad com pany was 
allowed 
to select, in lieu thereof, “ odd 
numbered sections no t m ore th an ten miles 
beyond the lim it of said alternate sections.” 
This ten miles lieyond the inttin g rant is 
known as the indem nity belt. 
In a joint 
resolution of 1872 cong ress authorized the 
com pany to m ortg ag e itslunds and provided 
as follows: 
In the event of there not lieing in any sta te 
o r territo ry in which said m ain One o r brunch 
m ay be located, a t the tim e of the final locu­ 
tion thereof, the am ount of lands per mile 
g ranted by cong ress to suid com pany within 
the lim its j» re# eril>*-d by its charter, then 
laid com pany shall lie entitled, under the di­ 
rections of tbe secretary of the interior, to 
receive so m any sections of land belong ­ 
ing to the United S tates, and desig nated by 
mid num bers, in such sta te or territo ry , 
within ten miles on each side of the suiu 
road beyond the lim its prescribed in said 
charter as will m ake up such deficiency, etc. 
It was the q uestion of a second indem nity 
licit which was a t issue in this case. 
In 1 mm7 
Secretary L am ar held th at the joint resolu­ 
tion of 1870 did not create a second indem ­ 
nity belt, althoug h it had lieen recog nized by 
Ids predecessors tor sixteen years. The de­ 
fendants in this case other th an the United 
States are* settlers on lands selected by the 
N orthern Pacific in the second indem nity 
Isilt. 
When these settlers beg an to cut tim ­ 
ber a tem porary injunction was obtained by 
the com pany. The defendants dem urred to 
the com plaint, and denied 1 !»** rig ht o fth e 
railroad com pany to u second indem nity licit, 
this tieing the sole defense. 
At the outset of 
ids division, which is in fuvor of the railroad 
Company, Judg e Brewer sa.vs: 
The sing le q uestion in this case is whether 
the joint resolution of cong ress of May 31, 
1870. g ave to the iriuintiff an additional ten- 
mils indem nity lim it. 
In an opinion filed 
Aug . 15, 1* h7, Mr. Secretary I .a m ar, then 
secretary of the interior, held th a t it did not. 
The re*org anizi*d ability of the disting uished 
secretary, Dow oue of the justices of the su­ 
preme court, eoni|s*ls a c arna l consideration 
of his views aud reasons. 
Judg e Brewer then reviews a t considerable 
leng th the ch arter o fth e com pany and the 
loint resolution, citing the jiertinent p arts 
o f them . Secretary L u na r’* decision is then 
cited and thoroug hly discussed, und the 
judg e g ives ut leng th his reasons for differing 
with Mr. L am ar. 
He cites the contem pora­ 
ry const ruction of the interior departm ent 
and a tto rney s g eneral of the United S tates 
in official opinions, 
lie cites ex tracts from 
q weche* m ade oil the resolution by coiig rras 
men show ing th a t they understood a second

Christ and his Gospel, the criminal 
class would cease, the prison doors 
b e opened, and captives freed, and 
the purpose of Christ’s mission as set 
forth in the text would thus b e ac­ 
complished. 
He showed what the 
Spirit of Christ is doing in the world 
in the present endeavor to make penal 
institutions, reformatory. 
Under the 
old prison system, 60 to 9 0 per cent, 
of those released from prison go b ack 
to a life of crime. 
While under the 
new reformatory method, 8 0 per cent, 
go from the reformatory to lead hon- 
est. sob er, industrious lives. 
The 
saloon is responsib le for a large 
majority of the criminal cases b rought 
b efore our court, as statistics clearly 
show, and the laxity of our city g o v­ 
ern men t in permitting raffling and 
other forms of gamb ling, is most re­ 
prehensib le. 
Our county jail was 
constructed with uo reference to re­ 
formatory methods, and should either 
b e remodeled or ab olished. We need 
a prisoners' aid society to assist dis- 
harged prisoners in ob taining em­ 
ployment. as many are driven to crime

Murdered in Ooftd Blood. 
F t. Kiflky. Oct. 25, 18 8 8 . 
Our usual quiet town is all astir 
over the murder of August Zeigler, 
more commonly known as the “ Old 
Dutchman.’- 
The murder wa-> com­ 
mitted on the 2nd inst., but Zeigler 
was not missed until some ten days 
ago, and since that time a continuous 
search ha> been k* pt up for him. The 
first suspicion of foul play was on 
Sunday last, when a hid named « John 
Sumner revealed the fact that on Oct. 
2nd, while to- and Frank Randall 
were out hunting on the west side of 
the river, th» *y saw Z« *iglar coming up 
river in hi* boat 
Randall called him 
to the shore and told him he wanted 
to go across with him, and Zeiglar 
said he had not time to take him over. 
Randall immediately replied that he 
was going to shoot him. and leveled 
his gun and sent a bullet through his 
body. Zeigler gave a suppressed cry 
and fell into his boat which Randall 
pushed off from th** shore. Randall 
then informed Sumner that he would 
shoot him if ho told what had hap­ 
pened, and the boys went home. Tho 
sheriff of Morrison county came upon 
Monday and arrested Randall who 
was plowing in his father’s field. 
Randall tried to appear jolly and as­ 
serted his innocence. The search for 
the body was continued find on Tues­ 
day was found a short distance below 
the island where the murdered man 
had made his home for many years. 
It is not known whether Zeigler has 
any relatives in this country or not 
He came from Aitkin to F t Ripley, 
and it was not known that he had an 
enemy. 
It seems, however, that Ran­ 
dall and the deceased had some words 
last spring and it i- said that the lad 
resolved to kill him then. 
Randall is 17 years old, a son of 
Fred Randall who lives on the west 
side of the river near the old fort, and 
he has the narno of being a wild boy, 
but no one suspected him of murder 
until the expose came through Sum­ 
ner, who was an eye witness. Indigna­ 
tion runs high and the people here 
desire to see the full extent of the law 
meted out to the perpetrator of this 
cowardly crime. 
The following telegram gives a 
graphic description of the finding of 
the body: 
The body of the murdered man 
Zeiglar was found to day nl>out two 
miles below the plac» * of tho murder 
at the end of the island on which he 
lived several year*. 
When found his 
head and shoulders were lying partly 
upon some logs that were caught in 
tho middle of the river. Tho right 
side of the face was black and swolen, 
eyes sunken, teeth set, and nose

The charter of the North­ 
ern Pacific passed by congress in 1864 
granted the company twenty alternate 
sections per miles on each side of the 
road in the territories, and ten alter­ 
nate sections i>er mile on each side of 
the road in the states. 
For any lands 
otherwise occupied before the line was 
definitely located the railroad company 
was allowed to select, in lieu thereof, 
“odd-numbered sections not more than 
ten miles beyond the limit of said al­ 
ternate sections.” This ten miles be 
yond the main grant is known as tie 
indemnity belt. 
In a joint resolution \ 
>f 1870 congress authorized the com ! 
pany to mortgage its lands and provide i J 
as follows: 
In the event of their not being in 
my state or territory in which said 
main line or branch may be located, at 
the time of the final location thereof, 
the amount of lands per mile granted 
by congress to said company within 
the limits prescribed bv its charter, 
then said company shall be entitled, 
under the directions of the secretary 
of the interior, to receive so many sec­ 
tions of land belonging to the United 
States, and designated by odd num­ 
bers, in such state or territory, within 
ten miles on each side of said road be­ 
yond the limits prescribed in said 
charter as will make up such deficiency, 
etc. 
It was the question of the 


E X ISTE N C E OP A SECOND IN DEM NITY 
belt which was at issue in this case. 
In 1877 Secretary Lamar held that the 
joint resolution of 1870 did not create 
a second indemnity l>elt, although it 
had been recognized by his predeces­ 
sors for sixteen years. The defendants 
in this ease other than the United 
States are settlers on lands selected by 
the Northern Pacific in the second 
indemnity belt. 
When these settlers 
began to cut timber a temporary in­ 
junction was obtained by the com­ 
pany. The defendants demurred to 
the complaint, and denied the right of 
the railroad company to a second 
indemnity belt, this’ l>eing the sole 
defense. At the outset of his decision, 
which is favor of the railroad company, 
Judge Brewer says; 
The single question in this ease is 
whether the joint resolution of con­ 
gress of May 31, 1870. gave to the 
plaintiff an additional ten mile in­ 
demnity limit. In an opinion filed 
Aug. 15, 1887, Mr. Secretary Lamar, 
then secretary of the interior, held 
that it did not. The recognized ab­ 
ility of the destinguished secretary, 
now one of tlje justices of the supreme 
court, compels a careful consideration 
of his views and reasons. 
Judge Brewer then reviews at con­ 
siderable length the charter of the 
company and the joint resolution, 
citing the pertinent j#arts of them. 
Secretary Lamar’s decision is then 
cited and thoroughly discussed, and 
the judge gives at length his reasons 


FOIL D IFFE R IN G W ITH MIL. LA M AR. 
He cities the contemporary construc­ 
tion of the resolution by officers of the 
interior department and attorneys of 
the United States in official opinions 
He cites extracts from speeches made 
on the 
resolution by congressmen 
showing that they understood a second 
indemnity was granted; and holds 
that there being no express provision 
for the repeal of the prior, grant, it 
was not repeated, as the two were not 
consistent. The opinion closes as fol­ 
lows: 
Further, as defining the lands is the 
expression. 
“ Within the limits pre­ 
scribed by its charter,” and as defin­ 
ing the location of the indemnity belt, 
the expression, “ Beyond the limits 
prescribed in such charter.” 
Now, 
turning to the act of ’64 we find there 
are two limits provided for, place 
limits and indemnity limits. 
The 
word “place” must be interpreted be- 
fore the word “limits” in order to 
make it express the meaning claimed. 
Of course it is familiar that a word 
may be interpreted or surpressed if it 
be necessary to make the language 
harmonize with the obvious intent of 
the law maker. 
But I know of no 
rule of construction which permits us 
to l>eg the intent, and then interpolate 
or supress a word to carry out such in­ 
tent. Rather is it to be presumed that 
the very language was used when ex­ 
presses the intent; and where the 
phrase “ Beyond the limits prescril#ed 
in its charter” is, it is presumed to 
mean beyond all the limits so pro 
scribed, and if any particular limit 
had been contemplated that particular 
limit would have been named. For 
these reasons, I conclude that the reso­ 
lution of 1870 did provide for a second 
indemnity belt. I am happy to add 
that Judge Sleeper, judge of tin* dis­ 
trict court of the Fifteenth judicial 
district of the State of Minnesota, has 
readied the same conclusion, as shown 
by his opinion in the case of Morrison 
vs. Benson.

Judge Brewer, after carefully re 
viewing the decision of Mr. Secretary 
Lamar, showing that the Secretary 
was wrong, in his opinion filed Aug. 
15th, 1887, says: 
“For these reasons 
I conclude that the resolution of 
1870, did provide for a second in­ 
demnity belt. I am happy to add 
that Judge Sleeper, judge of the dis 
trict court of the Fifteenth judicial 
district, of the State of Minnesota, has 
reached the same conclusion as shown 
by his opinion in the case of Morrison 
vs. Benson.” 
Only one other attack has been 
made on J udge Sleeper's record, and 
that by the Verndale Journal, ii 
pursuance of an apparent inspira 
tion. 
It sought to question tin 
soundness of Judge Sleeper’s order, 
appointing a general term of court in 
Hubbard comity. 
The legislature by act appro vet 
March 3th, 1887, detached Hubbard 
county for judicial purposes, provided 
for holding a general term of court 
in the county, the time to be de 
signated by the judge of the 11th 
judicial district, in which district 
Hubbard county was at that time. 
Subsequently, and on the 8th day of 
March, 1887, by act of the legislature, 
the 15th judicial district was created, 
a judge thereof provided for and 
Hubbard county was included in that 
district. The jurisdiction of the judge 
of this district then became para­ 
mount supereeding that of judges of 
other districts, except in case of ab­ 
sence or disability and in some mat­ 
ters of practice under the statutes 
where their jurisdiction is concurrent. 
No lawyer having any regard for his 
reputation would pretend to say that 
a judge of any other district could 
designate the time of holding a court 
in and for Hubbard county. 
The principal other point which 
this committee wish to call to the at­ 
tention of voters is the non-partisan 
question. It has always been con 
ceded that the judiciary should be ! 
free from partisan politics, and the 
practice has grown into general use 
throughout the United States that a 
judge already on the bench who had, 
during his term 
of office, given 
satisfaction and been a just official 
should be continued there regardless 
of his politics; that is the true non- 
portisan principle. Following that 
principle, J udge Sleeper stands to-day 
as the true non-partisan candidate in 
this district, although nominated by 
a republican convention and the 
endeavor of a democrat to run for the 
office as a non-partisan is just what 
makes 
him a partisan 
candidate 
against the present incumbent Judge 
Sleeper's opponent is m no sense a 
non-partisan or people's candidate. 
There was, in the convention nomi­ 
nating him, an entire lack of unanimity 
of the people. He was nominated by 
a convention made up in part at 
least of self-appointed delegates, who 
attended without being elected at any 
caucus or county convention, and not 
inspired by the people.

seal of D. A. 106, K. of L., and signed 
by Edwin F. Gould, as recording sec­ 
retary of the same. 
We do this for 
the following reasons: 
First -Edwin F. Gould was not 
authorized to write such a letter. Ho 
used the seal of D. A. 106, and signed 
rus Recording Secretary not only with­ 
out authority, but without the know­ 
ledge of the Master Workman or the 
members of D. A. 106, or the sanction 
of the Legislative Committe. 
Second—The Knights of Labor con­ 
nected with D. A. 106, and with the 
local assemblies represented by D. A. 
106, did not know of the existence of 
such a letter till its publication in the 
Indianapolis papers, more than three 
weeks after the date it was alleged to 
have been written.

Where is the St. Cloud Times Criti­ 
cism aud Attorney Holland’s At­ 
tempt to Mislead the People.—All 
Honor to an Upright Judge who 
Could be Just tho’ the Heavens Fall. 


A very important decision was filed 
yesterday iii the United States circuit 
court by Judge Brewer relating to the 
second indemnity lieltof Die Northern 
Pacific Railroad company. The case 
is Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
vs. The United States, Peter Johan­ 
sen, Andrew Johanson et a1, and was 
argued in St. Paul on the last day of 
the June term by James McNaught 
for the company and C. D. Kerr for 
defendants. The charter of the North­ 
ern Pacific passed by congress in 1864 
granted the company twenty alternate 
sections per miles on each side of the 
road iii the territories, and ten alter­ 
nate sections i>er mile on each side of 
the road in the states. 
For any lands 
otherwise occupied before the line was 
definitely located the railroad company 
was allowed to select, iii lieu thereof, 
“odd-numbered sections not more than 
ten miles is*yond Hie limit of said al­ 
ternate sections.” This ten miles b e 
yond the main grant is known as tic 
indemnity belt. 
In a joint resolution 
of 1870 congress authorized the com 
pany to mortgage its lands and provide i 
.lh follows: 
In the event of their not being in 
any state or territory iii which said 
main line or branch may be located, at 
the time of the final location thereof, 
the amount of lands per mile granted 
by congress to said comjiany within 
the limits prescribed by its charter, 
then said comjiany shall be entitled, 
under the directions of the secretary 
of the interior, to receive so many sec­ 
tions of land belonging to the United 
States, and designated by odd num- 
liers, in such state or territory, within 
ten miles on each side of said road be­ 
yond the limits jirescrilied in said 
charter as will make up such deficiency, 
etc. 
It was the question of the 


EXISTENCE OF A SECOND INDEMNITY 
belt which was at issue in this case. 
In 1877 Secretary Lamar held that the 
joint resolution of 1870 dbl not create 
a second indemnity licit, although it 
had been recognized by his predeces­ 
sors for sixteen years. The defendants 
in this case other than the United 
States are settlers on lands selected by 
the Northern Pacific in the second 
indemnity belt. 
When these settlers 
began to cut timber a temporary in­ 
junction was obtained by the com­ 
pany. Th** defendants demurred to 
the complaint, and denied the right of 
the railroad comjiany bi a second 
indemnity belt, this lieing the sole 
defense. At the outset of his decision, 
which is favor of the railroad company, 
Judge Brewer says: 
The single question in this case is 
whether the joint resolution of con­ 
gress of May 31, 1870. gave to the 
plaintiff an additional ten mile in­ 
demnity limit. In an opinion filed 
Aug. 15, 1887, Mr. Secretary' Lamar, 
then secretary of the intenor, held 
that it did not. The recognize*! ab­ 
ility of the destinguished secretary, 
now one of the justices of the supreme 
court, compels a careful consideration 
of his views aud reasons. 
Judge Brewer then reviews at con­ 
siderable length the charter of the 
comjiany and the joint resolution, 
citing the pertinent parts of them. 
Secretary Lamar’s decision is then 
cited and thoroughly discussed, and 
the judge gives at length Ills reasons 


FOR DIFFERING WITH MR. LAMAR. 
Ile cities the contemjiorary construc­ 
tion of the resolution by officers of the 
interior dejiartment and attorneys of 
the United States iii official opinions. 
He cites extracts from sjieechcs made 
on the 
resolution by congressmen 
showing that they understood a second 
indemnity was granted; and holds 
that there l>eing no express provision 
for the rej*eal of the prior, grant, it 
was not reinvited, as the two were not 
consistent. The opinion closes as fol­ 
lows: 
Further, as defining the lands is the 
expression. 
“Within the limits pre- 
scribed by its charter,” and as defin­ 
ing the location of the indemnity belt, 
the expression, “ Beyond the limits 
prescrilled in such charter.” 
Now. 
turning to the act of ’64 we find there 
are two limits provided for, place 
limits and indemnity limits. 
The 
word “place” must bv interpreted lie- 
fore the word “limits” in order to 
make it express the meaning claimed. 
Of course it is familiar that a word 
may lie interpreted or surpassed if it 
lie necessary to make the language 
harmonize with the obvious intent of 
tile law maker. 
But I know of no 
rule of construction which jiermits us 
to l»eg the intent, and then interpolate 
or su press a word to carry out such in­ 
tent. Rather is it to lie presumed that 
the very language was used when ex- 
presses the intent; and where the 
phrase “ Beyond the limits presented 
in its charter” is, it is presumed to 
mean beyond all the limits so pre- 
scribed, and if any particular limit 
hail been contemplated that jiarticular 
limit would have been named. For 
these reasons, I conclude that the reso­ 
lution of 1870 did provide for a second 
indemnity belt. I am hapjiy to add 
that Judge Sleeper, judge of the dis­ 
trict court of the Fifteenth judicial 
district of the State of Minnesota, Ills 
reached the same conclusion, as shown 
by his opinion in the case of Morrison 
vs. Benson.

Judge Brewer, after carefully re­ 
viewing the decision of Mr. Secretary 
Lamar, showing that the Secretary 
was wrong, in his opinion filed Aug. 
15th, 1887, says: 
“For these reasons 
I conclude that the resolution of 
1870, did provide for a second in­ 
demnity belt. I am happy to add 
that Judge Sleeper, judge of the dis­ 
trict court of the Fifteenth judicial 
district, of the State of Minnesota, has 
reached the same conclusion as shown 
by his opinion in the case of Morrison 
vs. Benson.” 
Only one other attack has been 
made on Judge Sleeper’s rt*cord, and 
that by the Veradale Journal, in 
pursuance of an apparent inspira­ 
tion. 
It sought to question the 
soundness of Judge Sleeper’s order, 
appointing a general term of court in 
Hubbard county. 
The legislature by act approved 
March 3th, 1887. detached Hubbard 
county for judicial purposes, provided 
for holding a general term of court 
in the county, the time to be de­ 
signated by the judge of the lith 
judicial district, in which district 
Hubbard county was at that time. 
Subsequently, and on the 8 th day of 
March, 1887, by act of the legislature, 
the 15th judicial district was created, 
a judge thereof provided for and 
Hubbard county was included in that 
district. The jurisdiction of the judge 
of this district then becamo para­ 
mount superceding that of judges of 
other districts, except in case of ab­ 
sence or disability and in some mat­ 
ters of j>ractice under the statutes 
where their jurisdiction is concurrent. 
No lawyer having any regard for his 
reputation would pretend to say that 
a judge of any other district could 
designate the time of holding a court 
in and for Hubbard county. 
The principal other point which 
this committee wish to call to the at­ 
tention of voters is the non-partisan 
question. It has always been con­ 
ceded that the judiciary should be 
free from partisan polities, and the 
practice has grown into general use 
throughout the United States that a 
judge already on the bench who had, 
during his term 
of office, given 
satisfaction and been a just official 
should be continued there regardless 
of his polities; that is the true 11011- 
portisan principle. 
Following that 
principle, J udge Sleeper stands to-day 
as the true non-partisan candidate in 
this district, although nominated by 
a republican convention and the 
endeavor of a democrat to run for the 
office as a non-partisan is just what 
makes 
him a partisan 
candidate 
against the present incumbent. Judge 
Sleeper’s opponent is rn 110 sense a 
non-partisan or people’s candidate. 
There was, in the convention nomi­ 
nating him, an entire lack of unanimity 
of the people. He was nominated by 
a convention made up in part at 
least of self-appointed delegates, w ho 
attended without being elected at any 
caucus or county convention, and not 
inspired by the people. 
This falls 
far short of being a popular uprising. 
This committee does not assume to 
dictate to voters in this matter, but 
simply to urge them to support for 
the judicial position in question the 
true non-partisan candidate, the pre­ 
sent occupant of the position who 
has been an able, efficient and honest 
official and credit to the bench, Judge 
Chauncey B. Sleeper.

We do this for 
tile following reasons: 
First 
Edwin I ’. Gould was not 
authorized to write such a letter. He 
used the seal of D. A. 106, and signed 
as Recording Secretary not only with­ 
out authority, but without the know­ 
ledge of the Master Workman or the 
members of D. A. 106. or the sanction 
of the Legislative Committe. 
Second—The Knights of Labor con­ 
nected with D. A. 106, and with the 
local assemblies represented by D. A. 
106, did not know of the existence of 
such a letter till its publication in the 
Indianapolis papers, more than three 
weeks arter the date it wras alleged to 
have been written.

family d estitute. 
L is t spring he was dis­ 
covered to be in M issouri. 
The sheriff of 
B arro n left a t once and 
secured M orrison. 
On the return trip M orrison leu]**d from the 
rapidly m oving tra in und esco|»ed. 
AH ef­ 
fort* to find him failed, until a few days ago 
he was arrested in W isconsin, und will be 
tried for adultery. 
Pauline McUoy, a negro girl aged nineteen, 
was hanged a t Union Springe, Ala., for the 
m urder of Annie Jo rd a n , a fourtcen-year-old 
w hite child, last F ebruary. 
The execution 
was private, only the necessary persons lieing 
ad m itted . 
The crime for which the w om an 
was hanged was u jHMnliar one. 
The victim , 
Annie Jo rd a n , stray ed aw ay from her hom e 
in M ontgom ery and was not heard from till 
her dead body was found in a plum b thicket 
a t Three Notch. 
Circum stance* pointed to 
Pauline, and she was arrested with the dead 
girl s clothing on her. 
Kite was found guilty 
la st spring and sentenced to d eath . 
E fforts 
were m ude to have th e governor intercede, 
but to no avail. 
A fatal saloon row occurred a t the close of 
th e m onthly fair at C okato, Minn., Jam es 
Erickson, a saloon kee}>er of A nnandale, was 
in one of the saloons, and had som e words 
w ith those present.

Upon reaching bis carriag e Mr. W ar 
dell to o k from under the sout alarg erev o iv ei 
and ttm l one sh o t in the direction o fth s 
crowd, b u t above th eir heads. 
In nil in stan t 
a half dozen *hots o r m ore cam e from the 
crow d, and W urdell dropped lifeless. 
Much surprise and dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed by the cable car men o fth e N orth 
division in Chicago when they reported for 
d u ty and were inform ed th a t th e g rip cats 
were th ereafter to be run by new men hired 
during th e late strike. 
The old employes 
were allowed to run the grip cars one day 
und they supposed th a t they would continue 
to do so. 
The new gripineri are m ostly from 
K ansas City. 
T w enty ears (fere stalled in 
the evening in th e L a Salle street tunnel, and 
ju s t when traffic is urually th e busiest.

street. Two horse cars driven by new men 
were showered with stones and nenrly de­

were to rn so the sig n atu res were in distin­ 
guishable. 
The thieves had evidently disre­ 
garded everything but cash. 
Soon a fter the 
banks opened a m an nam ed Jo h n Shields, a 
night stam p in g clerk a t o n eo f the banks, and 
upon the request to identity him self,establish­ 
ing his connection with the postoffice. 
He 
was p ro m p tly handed over to the police 
Shields did n o t a tte m p t to deny the charge 
of robbing the m ail, and is now in custody. 


From Foreign Lands. 


Only u sum m ary of I)r. M ackenzie’s book 
is yet accessible to the public in Berlin, but 
enough is known of its co n ten ts to arouse 
sav ag e in d ignation in official circles. P utting 
aside the medical dispute, the charges which 
Dr. Mackenzie levels a t Prince Bism arck, ot 
inciting the G erm an d o cto rs to e n tra p him 
in to a doubtful declaration us to th e nature 
of the E m peror's disease, are felt to be a 
poisonous slander upon the re p u tatio n of tHe 
chancellor.

T he em peror assured tin* pope th a t he would 
adhere to a conservative policy in politics 
and social and religious affairs. 
The pope 
replied th a t in security and g ran d eu r Ger­ 
m any would gain much if the liberty of the 
C atholic church and the independence of the 
papacy 
in 
G erm any were m ore 
effect u 
ally g u aran teed 
He said also th a t it was 
necessary in the interests of E uropean civili­ 
zation th a t the Rom an question should Ik- 
settled satisfactorily. The pojs: was pleased 
with Em peror W illiam ’s rem arks. 
The China m ail, per the steam er C ity of 
Pekin from H ong Cong and Y okoham a, re­ 
p o rts a d isastro u s flood n ear Fang-shan- 
hsien. in the vicinity of Pekin. The night of 
Aug. 13 seven and a half inch** of rain tell in 
Pekin, 
am i immense volum es of w ater col­ 
lected in the ravines a b o u t Lien-li-ho and 
suddenly broke in upon tw enty villages. 
More th an 10.000 people were drow ned and 
a large num lierof d rau g h t anim als, 
Yillug»*s 
in th e vulleys near Pekin are in d an g er every 
season, us the hills are* d e stitu te of grass, 
and the w aters flow to g eth er in fearful to r­ 
rents, unim peded by the v egetation. 
News 
o fth e c ata stro p h e was b ro u g h t by the m is­ 
sionaries who had been living near the scene 
of the disaster. 
A cable dispatch says: 
The Pacific m ail 
c o n tra ct has Iteen signed lietw en the itnt*> 
rial governm ent and 
the C anadian Pacific 
Railw ay Com pany. 
Tenders for three steam* 
ers will Ik* received within a week. The stip u ­ 
lated service is to commence in 18 m onths, 
the com pany receiving annually £45,000 
from the im perial governm ent, in addition 
to 1 15,000 from th e Dom inion governm ent, 
for m onthly service for 10 years from Van­ 
couver, n o t only to Y okoham a and Ifong 
K ong, as first intended, b u t also calling a t 
Shanghai. 
Increasing anxiety is felt to learn 
th a t the Dom inion governm ent realizes th a t 
the w hole efficiency of the C anadian route to 
th e E ast now depends on th e A tlantic service. 
If th a t equals th a t by New York, say 18 
knots, the C anadian m u te to H ong Kong 
can easily com pete w ith the Suez. 


News Generalities. 


Lewis C handler the y oung teacher of Ja c k ­ 
son county Wis., who was arrested sorat 
tim e ago, accused of sending obscene lan ­ 
guage through the m ails, went to M adison 
tor tria l.

The tw o boarders occupied th e sam e room , 
and the b u rg lar after com pelling them a t tin 
point o f a pistol to Is* quiet, to o k th eir cask 
locked them in their room und departed, 
tak in g the kej* w ith him. 
It is feared th a t t he peace which was patched 
up last night between the Chicago stre et cm 
com pany and its em ployes will prove to 1* 
only tem p o rary . 
According to agreem ent 
th e W est side men returned to work on 
S a tu rd ay and the cars ran us usual all day. 
On th* N orth side the im ported men u m h i | 
police protection, ran a few cars over all tin 
lines, and alth o u g h there* were rum ors of riot* 
and disturbatt'-es at various tim es during tin 
d ay they all proved to Is* unfounded and the 
new men were n o t m olested. 
F o n g T ong and his English wife crossed 
over to the American side the o th e r night by 
the foot bridge. 
They stopped a t th e New 
York C entral hotel at Suspension Bridge, N. 
Y.. all night. 
After breakfast next m orning 
they walked to th e New York C entral depot 
to get th eir baggage recheeked for New York 
and ran in to th e urin* of the Am erican cus­ 
to m s officer. 
The la tte r seemed g reatly su r­ 
p rise I to find on American soil the C hinam an 
whom they had refused adm ission th e even­ 
ing before, and they forthw ith hustled him 
back to C anada. 
The only alarm in g feature is the sudden 
appearance of yellow fever in South Ja ck so n ­ 
ville, across the river. There ore ten p atients 
a t present there. 
A serious question comes 
tip for solution in the m a tte r of paym ent for 
p riv ate proj***rty destroyed in process of gen­ 
eral disinfection when th a t shall begin. 
As 
understood a t present, the governm ent will 
not pay for p ro p erty destroyed where tin 
ow ner is able to sta n d th e loss. 
Of course, 
no m an considers him self as belonging to 
th a t class. 
A conference arran g ed with Dr. 
I’o rtc r and Surgeon General H am ilton will 
doubtless result in m ore definite instruction* 
from the governm ent.

m ent. 


Navies in the Traioilion Stage. 
The navies ofthe world have lieen 
for y a rn past in u transition H in g e — 
in ftict, ever since the introduction oi 
armor plating for whips of war, which 
necessitated the manufact ure and use 
on board ship of heavier guns, which 
have since been compet it ing with the 
thickness of armor until it seems 
probable tlm t the extreme limit haw 
bet*n well-nigh reached in either case, 
the ideal man-of-war has been sought 
for the continual change and im­ 
provement; but on looking into the 
futlive, nothing but further change 
enc 
Ih* seen ahead. 
It is there­ 
fore essential to find out, as fur 
as possible, which of our various 
tvpes of sl'Aps best fulfills the re­ 
quirements expected of them. 
The 
true solution of this question, and of 
many others waiting to be solved, 
conspicuous among them being the 
question. “ What is the value o fth e 
torpedo as nn offensive anti defensive 
weapon?” will have to stun 1 over till 
after the next great naval war. The 
wars of late years have not helped us 
much. The American civil war devel­ 
oped the defensive torjiedo to a stage 
tieyoud which it has not since made 
much advance; but front tin* Franco- 
German anti Russo-Turkish wars but 
little was learned, beyond the un­ 
doubtedly great value of torpedoes 
for purposes of defense, i:; each ease 
the stronger fh*et lM»ing rendered in- 
noeuouH by their use. 
But such 
questions as “The licst way to defend 
a large oeean trade from attack by 
cruisers'” which to England is of 
vital importance, remain as obscure 
as ever.—Blackwood’s Magazine.

A very im p o rta n t decision wflH filed n t St. 
P aul in the United S tates circuit co u rt by 
Judge Brewer relatin g to the second iindem- 
h ity l>elt of th e N orthern Pacific R ailroad 
com pany. 
The case is 
N orthern Pacific 
R ailroad C om pany vs. The United S tates, 
P eter Jd a m s o n , Andrew Jo h an so n «*t al. and 
was argued in St. Paul on the last d ay of the 
June term by Jam es M i-Naught for the com ­ 
pany and C. D. K err for defendants. The 
c h arter of the N orthern Pacific passed by 
congress 
in 1864 g ran ted th e com pany 
tw enty alte rn a te sections per mile on each 
fide of th e ro ad in the territo ries, and ten 
a lte rn a te sections per inile on each side of 
the ro a d in th e sta tes. 
F u r any lands 
otherw ise occupied before th e line was def­ 
initely located the railro ad com pany was 
allowed 
to select, in lieu thereof, “ odd- 
num bered sections n o t m ore th an ten miles 
Iteyond the lim it of said a lte rn a te sections." 
This ten miles beyond the m ain g ra n t is 
know n os th e indem nity belt. 
In a joint 
resolution of 187!) congress authorized the 
com pany to m o rtg ag e itslu n d s and provided 
as follows: 
In th e event of there n o t lieing in an y s ta te 
o rte rrito ry in which said m ain line o r branch 
m ay be located, at the tim e of the final loca­ 
tion thereof, the am ount of hinds |s*r mile 
granted by congress to suid com pany within 
the lim its prescribed by its c h arter, then 
said com pany shall Is* entitled, under th e di­ 
rections of th e secretary of the interior, to 
receive so m any sections or bind belong­ 
ing to the United S tates, and designated by 
odd numls*rs, in such s ta te or territo ry , 
within ten miles on each side of the suid 
road beyond the lim its prescribed in said 
ch arter as will m ake up such deficiency, etc. 
It was th e question of a second indem nity 
lielt which was nt issue in th is case. 
In 1887 
Secretary L am ar held th a t the jo in t resolu­ 
tion of 1870 did n o t create a. second indem ­ 
nity Is-lt, alth o u g h it h ad been recognized by 
tiis predecessors tor sixteen years. 
The de­ 
fendants in this case o th er th an the United 
S tates are settlers on lands selected by the 
N orthern Pacific in th e second 
indem nity 
ls*lt. 
When these settlers begun to *-ui tim ­ 
ber a tem p o rary injunction was obtained by 
the com pany. 
The defendants dem urred to 
the com plaint, and denied the right o f th e 
railro ad com pany to a second Indem nity l>elt. 
this being th e sole defense. 
A t th e o u tset of 
tiis decision, which is in fav o r of the railro ad 
Company, Ju d g e Brewer says: 
T he single question in th is case is w hether 
the joint resolution of congress o f May 31, 
1870. gave to th e plaintiff an a d d itio n al ten- 
mile indem nity lim it. 
In an opinion filed 
Aug. 15. | hh7. Mr. Kecretnry L am ar, then 
secretary of the interior, held th a t it did not. 
The reorganized ability of the distinguished 
secretary*, now one of th e justice* of the su ­ 
preme co u rt, com pels a eareiui consideration 
of his views and reason*. 
Ju d g e Brewer then reviews a t considerable 
length the c h arter o fth e com pany and the 
joint. resolution, citing the pertinent p a rts 
of them . S ecretary L am ar's decision is then 
cited and th o ro u g h ly discussed, und the 
judge gives a t length his reasons for differing 
with Mr. L am ar. 
He cites the con tem p o ra­ 
ry const ruction of th e in terio r d ep artm en t 
and at to m ey s general of the United Btute* 
tii official opinions, 
lie cites e x tra cts from 
»peeches m ade on th e resolution by congr«**s- 
aien show ing th a t they understood a second 
indem nity 
was g ra n ted ; and holds th a t 
there Iteing no express provision for th e re­ 
peal of the prior g ra n t, it was n o t repealed, 
as the tw o was not consistent.

allege*! 
violations 
of 
the 
law. 
Hi* 
business m the sale of liquor for o th er pur

Important Railroad Derlalea. 
A very im p o rtan t decision was filed a t St 
Paul in the Uuited St ates circuit court by 
Judge Brewer relating to the second imdem 
hity belt of the N orthern Pacific R ailroad 
com pany. 
The case is 
N orthern Pacific 
R ailroad C om pany vs. The United States 
P eter J chanson. Andrew Johanson et al. and 
was argued in St. Pool on the last day of the 
June term by Jam es M cNaught for the coni 
puny and C. D. K err for defendants. 
The 
charter of the N orthern Pacific passed by 
congress 
in 1864 granted the com pany 
tw enty altern ate sections per mile on each 
side of the road iii the territories, and ten 
altern ate sections per mile on each side of 
the road in the states. 
F o r any lam ls 
otherw ise occupied before the line was def­ 
initely located the railroad com pany was 
allowed 
to select, in lieu thereof, “ odd 
numbered S4*cti«ms not m ore th an leu miles 
beyond th* lim it of said altern ate sections.’ 
Tliis ten miles beyond the m ain g ra n t is 
known as the indem nity licit. 
In a joint 
resolution of 1871) congress authorized tin 
com pos* to m ortgage itslan d s and provided 
as follows: 
In the event of there* not tieing in any sta te 
o rterrito ry iii which said inuin line o r branch 
m ay be located, a t the tim e of the final loca­ 
tion thereof, the am o u n t of binds per mil* 
granted by congress to sui*! com pany within 
the lim its prescrib***! by its charter, then 
m id com pany shall Is* entitle*!, under the di­ 
rections of the secretary of the interior, to 
receive so m any s#*ctioiiH or hind belong­ 
ing to the Unite*! S tates, and designated by 
ixia num liers, in such sta te o r territo ry , 
within ten miles on each side of the sain 
road beyond the lim its prescribed iii said 
charter as will m ake up such deficiency, etc. 
It was the question of a second indem nity 
licit which was at issncin this case. 
In 18H7 
Secretary L am ar held th at the joint resolu­ 
tion of 1870 did not create a second indem ­ 
nity belt, although it had lx*en recognized by 
his predecessors tor sixteen years. 
The de­ 
fendants iii this case o th er th an the United 
States are* settlers on land* selected by the 
N orthern Pacific in th** second indem nity 
licit. 
When tin**** settlers tiegau to cut tirn- 
lier a tem porary injunction was obtained by 
the com pany. The defendants dem urred to 
the com plaint, and denied the right of the 
railroad com pany to aseco n d indem nity lielt, 
this being the sole defense.

his decision, which is in favor of the railroad 
Ximpanv, Judge Brewer says: 
The single «|u«*sti<>n iii this case is whether 
the joint r«*eolution of congress * if M ay.‘ti, 
18711. gave to the plaintiff an additional ten- 
mile indem nity lim it.

Aug. lo , 1*87, Mr. Secretary L am ar, then 
secretary of the interior, held th a t it did not.

After three days' *#ra*i*»n th** coroner." 
jury, which has l"*#*n inv#*stigating the recent 
accident 
on the Lehigh 
Valley railroad, 
at Mud River, reached the following v«*rdict 
at Munch Church, Pa. 
We find th a t the engineers of locom otives 
452 and 466 of the seventh section were* 
guilty of gross negligen*'#1; first, in failing to 
discover the red signal in time. the evidence 
clearly show ing th a t this signal was in full 
view as the train approached, and secondly 
for not approaching the statio n under full 
control, as re*[iii»*d by both th#* general .and 
special orders. The evidence also shows th a t 
the air brakes of the entire seventh sec tio n 
were under the c#»ntr*d of the e n g in e er 
of locom otive 466. and that be con 1*1 have 
stopped the train in spit#* of the locom otive 
ahead, No. 452. 
We find th a t the lookout 
men of locomotive*** 452 ami 466 w#*re* guilty 
of gross negligence in failing to re port to 
their resjiective engineers the red light a t th#* 
statio n as the train approached. 
The men 
were placid on their respective #*ngines a* an 
additional precaution, their sp *#*ial d u ty be­ 
ing to lookout for signals. Th** lookout man 
on 452 fail*d to see the signal. The oth#*r one 
on 466 testified th a t he saw it about 1,500 
feet from the statio n , aud y**t he reporte*i nil 
right to the engineer, and claims th at he did 
not think the red light m eant anything as 
nobody use*] it.

O f politicians listened to with interest.

Our comity jail was 
constructed with no reference to re­ 
formatory methods, and should either 
be remodeled or al>olislied.

Mordered in Cold Blood. 
F t. R ipley, Oct. 25, 1888. 
Our usual quiet town is all astir 
over the m urder of August Zeigler. 
more commonly known as the “Old 
Dutchman.” 
The murder was com­ 
mitted on the 2nd inst., but Zeigler 
was not missed until some ten days 
ago, and since that time a continuous 
search has been kept up for him. The 
first suspicion of foul play was on 
Sunday last, when a lad named John 
Sumner revealed the fact that on Oct. 
2nd, while he and Frank Randall 
were out hunting on the west side of 
the river, they saw Zeiglar coming up 
river in his boat. Randall called him 
to the shore and told him he wanted 
to go across with him, and Zeiglar 
said he had not time to take him over. 
Randall immediately replied that he 
was going to shoot him, and leveled 
his gun and sent a bullet through his 
body. 
Zeigler gave a suppressed cry' 
and fell into his boat which Randall 
pushed off from the shore. 
Randall 
then informed Sumner that he would 
shoot him if he told what had hap­ 
pened, and the boys went home. The 
sheriff of Morrison county came upon 
Monday and arrested Randall who 
was plowing in his father’s field. 
Randall tried to appear jolly and as­ 
serted his innocence. 
The search for 
the body was continued and on Tues­ 
day w’as found a short distance below 
the island where the murdered man 
had made his home for many years. 
It is not know’ll whether Zeigler has 
any relatives in this country or not. 
He came from Aitkin to Ft. Ripley, 
and it was not know’ll that he had an 
enemy. 
It seems, however, that Ran­ 
dall and the deceased had some words 
last spring and it is said that the lad 
resolved to kill him then. 
Randall is 17 years old, a son of 
Fred Randall who lives on the west 
side of the river near the old fort, and 
he has the name of being a wild boy, 
but no one suspected him of murder 
until the expose came through Sum­ 
ner, who w’as an eye witness. Indigna­ 
tion runs high and the people here 
desire to see the full extent of the law 
meted out to the perpetrator of this 
cowardly crime. 
***. 
The following telegram gives a 
graphic description of the finding of 
the body: 
The body of the murdered man 
Zeiglar was found to-day about two 
miles below the place of the m urder 
at the end of the island on which he 
lived several years. 
\ \ hen found his 
head and shoulders were lying partly 
upon some logs that were caught in 
the middle of the river. 
Tho right 
side of the face was black and swolen, 
eyes sunken, teeth set, and nose 
smashed flat on the face where it hud 
come in contact with the logs. 
The 
skin on the hands hud peeled off and 
hung on the tips of the fingers. 
The 
chin whiskers had come off. 
When 
examined by Coroner Fortier, of Lit­ 
tle Falls, he was found to have on a 
belt in which was a knife. 
In the 
outside coat pocket was an empty 
flour sack. 
When undressed the skin 
on the back came off w’ith the clothes 
in large pieces. 
The bullet was found 
to have entered the small of the back 
and came out at the nipple on tho left 
breast just above the heart. 
Young 
Sumners was there in the custody of 
Sheriff Rosicotand swore to the effect 
that the body found was the one shot 
by Frank Randall on Oct. 2nd; also 
to the same statement as before given. 
The coroner removed the body to Lit­ 
tle Falls.

He said if all men would receive 
Christ and his Gospel, the criminal 
class would cease, the prison doors 
be opened, and captives freed, and 
the purpose of Christ’s mission as set 
forth in the text would thus be ac­ 
complished. 
He show’ed what the 
Spirit of Christ is doing in the world 
in the present endeavor to make penal 
institutions, reformatory. Under the 
old prison system, GO to 90 per cent. 
of those released from prison go back 
to a life of crime. 
While under the 
new reformatory method, 80 per cent. 
go from the reformatory to lead hon­ 
est. sober, industrious lives. 
The 
saloon is responsible for a large 
majority of the criminal cases brought 
before our court, as statistics clearly 
show, and the laxity of our city gov­ 
ernment in permitting raffling and 
other forms of gambling, is most re­ 
prehensible.

Murdered iii Cold Blood. 
Ft. M u l e y . Oct. 25. 1888 
Our usual qui»*t town is all a-tir 
over the murder of August Zeigler, 
more commonly known as the "Old 
Dutchman.” 
The murder was com­ 
mitted on the 2nd inst., but Zeigler 
was not missed until some ten days 
ago, and since that time a continuous 
search has been kept up for him. The 
first suspicion of foul play was on 
Sunday last, when a lad named John 
Sumner revealed the fact that on Oct. 
2nd, while he aud Frank Randall 
were out hunting on the west side of 
tile river, they saw Zeiglar coming up 
river in his boat. Randall called him 
to the shore and told him he wanted 
to go across with him, and Zeiglar 
said he had not time to take him over. 
Randall immediately replied that he 
was going to shoot him, and leveled 
his gun and sent a bullet through his 
body. Zeigler gave a suppressed cry 
and fell into his boat which Randall 
pushed off from the shore. Randall 
then informed Sumner that he would 
shoot him if he told what had hap­ 
pened. and the boys went home. The 
sheriff of Morrison county came upon 
Monday and arrested Randall who 
was plowing in his father’s field. 
Randall tried to appear jolly and as­ 
serted his innocence. The search for 
the body was continued and on Tues­ 
day was found a short distance below 
the island where the murdered man 
had made his home for many years. 
It is not known whether Zeigler has 
any relatives in this country or not. 
He came from Aitkin to F t Ripley, 
and it was not known that he had an 
enemy. It seems, however, that Ran­ 
dall arid tho deceased had some words 
last spring and it is said that the lad 
resolved to kill him then. 
Randall is 17 years old, a son of 
Fred Randall who lives on the west 
side of the river near the old fort, and 
he has the name of being a wild boy, 
but no one suspected him of murder 
until tho expose carne through Sum­ 
ner, who was an eye witness. Indigna­ 
tion runs high and the people here 
desire to see the full extent of the law 
meted out to the perpetrator of this 
cowardly crime. 
***. 
The following telegram gives a 
graphic description of the finding of 
the body: 
The body of the murdered man 
Zeiglar was found to day about two 
miles below the place of the murder 
at the end of the island on which he 
lived several years. \\ hen found his 
head and shoulders were lying partly 
upon some logs that were caught in 
the middle of the river. Tho right 
side of the face was black and swolen, 
eyes sunken, teeth set, and nose 
smashed flat on the face where it had 
come iii contact with the logs. The 
skin on the hands had peeled off and 
hung on the tips of the fingers. The 
chin whiskers had come off. When 
examined by Coroner Fortier, of Lit­ 
tle Falls, he was found to have on a 
belt in which was a knife. In the 
outside coat pocket was an empty 
flour sack. When undressed the skin 
on the back came off with the clothes 
in large pieces. The bullet was found 
to have entered the small of the back 
and came out at the nipple on the left 
breast just above the heart. Young 
Sumners was there in the custody of 
Sheriff Rosicot and swore to the effect 
that the body found was the one shot 
by Frank Randall on Oct. 2nd; also
